WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (UP)— 
The war-fraud bribery convictions 
of Andrew J. May, elderly former 
Kentucky Representative in Con- 
gress, and Henry and Murray 
Garsson, industrialist brothers, 
were upheld today by the United 
States Court of Appeals in a 
2-to-1 decision. 

May, Democratic veteran of 16 
years in Congress, and the Gars- 
sons, head of a war-born $78,000,- 
000 munitions combine, were con- 
victed by a United States district 
court jury in July 1947. 
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May, 73 years old, was found 
guilty of accepting, and the Gars- 
sons of ge him, $53,634 in 
bribes. The idea was for May, 
then chairman of the powerful 
House Military Affairs Committee, 
to use his influence to throw 
shell-making contracts to the 
Garssons.

INCREASE IN GIFTS 
BY ST. LOUISANS; 
$13,723,880 IN 1948 
Funds for ‘Social: Work Top 
List, 228 Relief

Publicly announced gifts and 
bequests made by St. Louisans last 
year for philanthropic purposes 
totaled $13,723,880, as compared 
with $9,513,207 in the preceding 
year, the John Price Jones Corpo- 
ration of New York announced 
today. 

The corporation, which makes 
an annual study of publicly an- 
nounced gifts and bequests in 
eight large cities, noted an in- 
crease from $195,033,264 to 3256, 
348,942 in gifts and from $37,157,- 
798 to $105,845,262 in bequests in 
the two-year period. 

Gifts in St. Louis last year were 
$8,755,166 and bequests $4,968,714. 
For the year 1947, the figures were 
$7,546,248 in gifts and $1,966,959 in 
was bequests. 

Among seven types of purposes 
for. which gifts were made, organ- 
ized social work led the list here 
with $4,000,286, while foreign re- 
lief was next with $2,002,600, the 
corporation noted. Bequests for 
educational purposes totaled 32 
107,292, followed by $1,354,081 for 
health and $1,066,949 for 
social work. 

Among the eight cities, St. Louis 
was in seventh place with respect 
to the size of gifts and in fourth 
place with respect to bequests. 
Among gifts this city outranked 
only Baltimore. Among bequests, 
it was ahead of Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, Los Angeles and Chicago. 

New York City led the eight 
with $156,868,393 in gifts and $85,- 
517,168 in bequests. Other cities 
in the list were Boston and Phila- 
delphia.

CHICAGO, Jan. 24 (AP)—The 
weather threw another solid punch 
today at the western livestock in- 


dustry. 


It was estimated 2,100,000 sheep 
and cattle were snowbound in the 
Rocky Mountain area. Sheepmen 


said the heavy January storms, 
which have hampered and blocked 


efforts to get feed to the starving 


animals, pose a major threat to 
the industry, Cattlemen expected 


men and Indians in the afflicted 
area. Half of the money will be 
used to aid Indians and the other 
half will go for the relief of sheep 
and cattle men,

Weather Still Bad. 


The situation took on increasing 
seriousness in the northern plains 
and Rockies as weather continued 
unfavorable for relief operations. 


State emergency commissions 
joined forces with the Army, the 
Air Force, Red Cross and high- 
way crews to rush feed to hunger- 
weakened livestock and relieve 
residents of several isolated com- 
munities where supplies were low. 

The Air Force’s “operation hay- 
lift,” with 17 C-82 Flying Boxcars 
ready to carry feed from Fallon, 
Nev., to the Utah border for snow- 
locked sheep and cattle, was not 


‘expected to get under way till 


tomorrow. 

Cattlemen said, however, that 
feed dropped from the air would 
be largely wasted, becausé the ani- 
mals would be unable to flounder 
through drifts to it. 


Meat industry spokesmen said 
effects of the storms, pricewise, 
would not be felt before next fall. 
Most animals destined for spring 
marketing are now on eastern 
feedlots.

On last Dec. 17, DiLiberto said, 
he and an accomplice held up Vic- 
tor L. Tapella, operator of a 
tavern at 1236 Chouteau av- 
enue, after he left the bank and 
went to a parking lot at 2623 
South Jefferson avenue, Forcing 
Tapella to get into his machine, 
the robbers drove him to Cherokee 
and Texas avenue, where they 
took $2000 and put him out of the 
automobile, which they later aban- 
doned. Tapella identified DiLiberto 
as one of the robbers, but was 
unable to identify a second man 
named by DeLibe 
Second Bank Customer Held Up. 


In the other robbery of a cus- 
tomer of the Jefferson-Gravois 
Bank, DiLiberto waited last June 
4 until Charles Kausler, a grocer 
of 1025 Geyer avenue, left the 
bank with $1100, and then held 
him up at the point of a pistol in 
front of 2344 Gravois avenue,

The third holdup admitted yes-

TO CUT TYSON PARK 
SALE PRICE IN HALF 


A petition asking the War As- 
sets Administration to cut the 


ments on the 2600-acre park for 
one ‘year, was submitted to the 
WAA in Washington today by Pre- 
siding Judge Luman F. Matthews 
of the St. Louis County Court. 

In requesting that the price be 
cut to $85,750, Matthews stated in 
the petition that a law passed by 
the Eightieth Congress, after the 
contract was signed in December, 
1947, authorized sale of govern- 
ment-owned tracts such as Tyson 
Park at 50 per cent of the actual 
value. He contended that St. Louis 
county, which is developing the 
area as a natural park, should re- 
ceive benefit of the new law. 

Next annual payment is due Feb. 
1. In seeking extension of the 
annual payments, Matthews 
pointed out that the county faces 
a deficit of $254,000 at the end of 
1949. Another financial obstacle 
has been raised, he said, by can- 
cellation by the Government last 
week of the sale of one and one- 
half miles of railroad trackage in 
the area. The county bought the 
area, he said, with the under- 
standing that proceeds from the 
sale of the tracks, estimated at 
$35,000, could be applied to the 
annual payments.

little is being done about them, the 
report says. 

A subcommittee on psychiatry 
and neurology, it was learned, told 
the commission that the nation 
has 4500 qualified psychiatrists, 
but needs 10,000 at least. 

The survey, made by Dr. Wil- 
liam C. Menninger and Jack R. 
Ewalt, was part of the over-all 
report on federal medical services. 
This latter report, made public 
several weeks ago, urged that all 
federal hospitals should be under 
unified direction. 

The report on mental diseases 
found that “in every federal med- 
ical unit there is an inordinate 
amount of red tape in contrast to 
the comparable civilian unit.” 

“Even professional personnel,” 
it added, 
punchers, and 
workers.” 

Among the personnel problems 
of the federal medical services, the 
doctor-surveyors found inadequate 
salaries and “an hierarchical sys- 
tem which often completely throt- 
tles the younger, more alert pro- 
gressive person because of the stu- 
pidity. of a well-entrenched, and 
perhaps higher-ranking, superior.”

The psychiatric survey discov- 
ered that: 

1, Nearly 50 per cent of all 
hospital beds in the United 
States—662,452 of 1,425,222 beds 
are required for mental pa- 
tients. 

2. Only $2,000,000 out of $120,- 
000,000 earmarked for medical 
research is for menta] ailments. 

3. Personality disorders ae 
counted for more than 50 per 
cent of all men lost from service 
in the war, and were the reason 
for 37 per cent of all draft re- 
jections. 

4. Mental ill health represents 
about 40 per cent of the total 
federal budget for health. 

5. There is no integration of 
services, or even official inter- 
communication among the fed- 
eral services in psychiatry and 
neurology operated by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration, Army, 
Navy, the Public Health Service 
and St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
Washington, D. C. 

6. In 1947, all hospitals spent 
$395,000,000 on about 540,000 
mental patients, or a per capita 
expenditure of $731. 

7. Of all Government services, 
the Veterans’ Administration is — 
doing the best job on patient 
care and training. 

The subcommittee learned that 
the Army has only 12 certified 
psychiatrists and the Navy 15, 
although both services have a 
total of 152 men who Weve not 
yet been qualified.

Clearly, we are not likely to be- 
come a heavy importer of manu- 
factured goods. 

Britain’s Pattern. 

We also are a great agricul- 
tural nation. Yet conceivably we 
might become an importer of 
farm products, strange as that 
may sound. Suppose, for example, 
that meat consumption in the 
United States, given a great im- 
petus during the war when in- 
comes rose, were to increase still 
more. Suppose we became, like 
Denmark, a nation which raised 
more cattle than it could feed. 
Then we would have to import 
wheat and corn, which is what 
we did during the drouth years 
of 1934 through 1936. 

Such a changeover won't come 


at once—obviously. But if Amer- 
ican technology improved rapidly, 
as after the first World War, 
farmers might drift naturally to 
the cities, where earning power 
will be comparatively greater and 
standards of living higher than in 
rural areas. Or farmers might 
concentrate on cattlé raising 
rather than crop raising. As a re- 
sult we'd Rave to become an im- 
porter in balance of farm prod- 
ucts. Also, as our production 
rose, we probably would have to 
import metals of all kinds, 
notably copper.

Cart Before the Horse? 

The last-ditch opponents of Britain's Nation- 
al Health Service now. are throwing their energy 
into a new argument, according to Mollie Panter- 
Downes, the New Yorker’s London correspond- 
ent. 

They are arguing that the Labor Government 
should have solved the housing problem before 
doing anything about adequate medical care. 
Good medical attention, they say, can only “patch 

up” the effects of the appalling living condi- 
tions which many bombed-out Britons still en- 
dure. * 

By the same logic, these disgruntled bitter- 
enders might also argue that nothing should be 
done about medical care until there is an end 
to Sir Stafford Cripps’ austerities and every 
Englishman can eat anything he wants, and as 
much of it as he wants. .The desperation of 
such reasoning must be apparent to all. 

But with 18,000 of the British Isles’ 21,000 
doctors now enrolled in the program, the bit- 
ter blood between the Minister of Health and 
the medical men has diminished.” The doctors 
are shocked by the vast amount of serious, un- 
treated sickness which has been brought to 
light. The chief victims of this are women who 
managed to scrape up enough money to have 
their children looked after, but who could never 
afford a medical check-up on their own condi- 
tion. Every decent doctor must have doubts 
about a system of medical care which entailed 
such sacrifices. 

The new British system, which now is a little 
more than six months old, is going to cost con- 
siderably more than was estimated. Adjust- 
ments will have to be made in the experimen- 
tal schedule of payments, especially for dentists 
and oculists. But there can be no genuine com- 
plaint because 7,000,000 rather than 4,000,000 
pairs of glasses, for example, will be prescribed 
in the first year. The doctors now realize that 
many Britons fitted themselves.only with five- 
and-dime spectacles. Indeed, the New Yorker 
cites the case of an old lady of 95, who had 

never worn any glasses other than those she 
inherited from dead friends. | 

This demonstration of real need is quieting the 
more theoretical objections to the National 
Health Service. No doubt, there will be im- 
provements in methods, but there is not likely 
to be much more questioning of its basic pur- 
pose. This is something to be kept in mind as 
Congress considers a much less sweeping health 
insurance plan for the United States.

Stronger Plans for Armed Unity 

The Hoover commission is now strengthening 
still further the recommendations about the na- 
tional defense establishment which it made last 
month. It wishes to lessen the power of the 
Secretaries of Army, Navy and Air, and increase 
the power of the Secretary of Defense, in the 
interest of unification. This is all to the good. 

A primary weakness of the armed forces uni- 
fication act, it has become more and more evi- 
dent in its working out, is that the Secretary of 
Defense has the responsibility for bringing the 
three armed services together, but he lacks the 
power to do so. Constantly the services have ap- 
pealed over his head to Congress, particularly 
in the matter of the budget. 

Though the act does not give the services au- 
thority to appeal from the Defense Secretary to 
Congress, it authorizes them to appeal to the 
President, and in practice it has turned out to 
be the same thing. Furthérmore, it has allowed 
the services in effect to plead to Congress over 
the head of the President.

As we have said before, our earnest desire is 
to dip our pen into honey when it is necessary 
to write about Gov.

Public Service Co.'s fare increase is to be fought — 


out in Federal Court in Chicago: the intimate 
relations among the operating company, the hold- 
ing company, and its suppliers of equipment and 
materials. National City Lines, the holding com- 
pany, will go to trial on an anti-trust indict- 
ment next month. 

The Government alleges that certain large pro- 
ducers of busses, ‘tires and oil have acquired a 
“captive” market in the National City companies, 
with the result that competition is weak or lack- 
ing. To the extent that this proves true, the rate 
base and operating expenses of St. Louis Public 
Service Co. may be seriously and unnecessarily 
inflated. 

Meanwhile, the City of St. Louis is sharpshoot- 
ing at several of the St. Louis company's claims. 
The alleged need for higher fares will be much 
less, for example, if the State Public Service 


Commission reduces the annual depreciation . 


charges as the commission engineers recommend, 
if it gets in line with the many federal and state 
commissions which deduct the depreciation re- 
serve from the rate base, and if it takes into ac- 
count the expected savings through replacing 
streetcars with busses on some lines. 

There is, of course, no question that the ex- 
penses. of operating a transit system have risen 


along with the expenses of other businesses. 


There is a serious question, however, whether 
the company's rate base and operating expenses 
have not been inflated over a period of years. 
If so, all or much of the increased expenses can 
be absorbed by cutting out this cushion of fat, 


and a fare increase may not then be necessary. 


The Public Service Commission's duty is to go 
into this possibility with all its resources. Since 
the charges of monopoly, an important part of 
the issue, are to go to early trial, the commis- 
sion also needs to study the evidence brought 
out in the Chicago case before trying to reach 
its own judgment. 
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Tempest in Arkansas 


Arkansas is hopping mad. It is mad from Pea 
Ridge to Eudora and from Piggott to Bright Star. 
And the object of this emotional outburst is one 
State Representative Jack Hornbuckle, who pro- 
poses to place a $1 bounty on unlicensed dogs. 
Going even further, Hornbuckle's bill would fine 
any Arkansas peace officer who fails to kill “upon 
sight” any unlicensed dog. 

It may be, as Hornbuckle says, that dogs have 
been killing sheep in his area. But that doesn't 
placate the dog lovers of Arkansas who, let it be 
said. constitute a preponderant proportion of 
the sfate’s population. So the dog lovers, rep- 
resented by the Arkansas Kennel Club, the 
Humane Society, the S. P. C. A. and the like, are 
laying down a deadly barrage on the Hornbuckle 
bill. 

Representative Hornbuckle poorly judges the 
temper of his state. Kill all unlicensed dogs? 
Why, he may as well try to change the name of 
Arkansaw.

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A Sound Idea Spreads 


The sane program of Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg for eliminating trade bar- 
riers is beginning to catch on in Europe. France 
and Italy have now taken first steps toward re- 
moval of the restrictions on commerce over their 
common boundary. : 

As reported from Paris, where the agreement 
was signed by French and Italian trade repre- 
sentatives, the two countries have pledged them- 
selyes, subject to parliamentary approval, to 
seek the end of all traffie barriers within a year. 
The goal is “full economic union” in six years 
or sooner. 7 

A key part of the plan is the establishment of 
a joint customs system for imports from the rest 
of the world. Under it, admission of an import 
to France would be admission to Italy and legal 
entry into Italy would also be legal entry into 
France. / 

If Europe is to be united politically, other than 
by a dictator such as Hitler, economic union will 
have to come first. The Benelux countries and 
now France and Italy are showing that they ap- 
preciate this fundamental fact. All who hope for 
peace in Europe will wish for speedy approval 
of the French-Italian agreement in Rome and 
Paris and then for rapid progress toward its ful- 
fillment. 

This is all the more reason for the Benelux 
countries fully to implement their agreement in 
practice and not to permit certain influential in- 
dustries to hold off common benefits to the peo-

Events in China are finally making Amer- 
icans aware of Asia. Until now that enor- 
mous continent and its teeming millions of 
people, with many different cultures and 
religions, have heen of interest only to a few 
business men, missionary societies and lov- 
ers of the exotic. 


Only a few historians have understood 
that for Asia the twentieth century is the 
equivalent of the seventeenth and eight- 
eenth centuries for Europe—the age of the 
great social revolution, to which no civiliza- 
tion is immune once it has been exposed 
to the virus of science, capitalism and the 
universal media of communication. 


Gone forever is the stability and somno- 
lence of the Last. 

No one in his right mind could wish Asia 
to remain in this condiiton. In any case, 
such a wish would be futile, for the stream 
of history never reverses itself. 


‘Exposed for 200 yeara to the catalytic 
influence of the West through imperialism, 
commerce, education and propaganda, Asia 
has been infected. The last war, beginning 
with the Japanese invasion of China in 
1982, brought the infection to a head. 


Asia confronts many decades of hot fever 
before it builds up the institutional anti- 
bodies that will enable it to survive and 
eventually take its rightful place in the 
world community, In the course of this 


process many outrageous and tragic events 
are in store, events that may easily precipi- 
tate the next world war. The temptation 


for the outside world, especially Commu- 


nism, to intervene will be almost irresist)- 
dle. a 


For the United States to intervene in the 
Asian revolution will be folly. Our most 
immediate tasks are to preserve and aid the 
development of Atlantic civilization, and 
above all to perfect our own democracy, 
both its spirit and its standard of living. 


We must be prepared to defend this civil- 


Dangerous as this course may seem to 
Western civilization, it is the only safe 
strategy. We must not over-extend our- 
selves, and we may rest assured that Soviet 
domination will as quickly as in Yugoslavia 
be resented by the Chinese and other peo- 
ples. 


If outward peace can be preserved and 
the lines in the West can be held, Soviet 
Russia will over-extend itself in the East 
and her dominion will crumble of its own 
weight. Then we must be prepared for 
evolution of-a different kind, but the worst 
will have been avoided.

Then went back and rescued 
her girdle from a Krunk, at her 


Tells Senators of Plan to 
Dis courage Surpluses 
This Year—Price Props 
Still Favored. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
The Administration outlined plans 
today to discourage extra large“ 
cotton and wheat crops this year. 

Senators who heard Secretary 
of Agriculture Brannan discuss 
the project said itwwould involve 
ignoring 1949 production in any 
future acreage allotments that 
may be put into effect. These al- 
lotments normally are based on 
past planting performance. 

Brannan was said to have 
voiced the fear that large sur- 
Pluses of wheat and cotton may 
be produced this year because of 
current high support prices. These 
guarantee growers a specific price 
regardless of what happens to the 
market, 

Brannan testified at a closed 
meeting of the Senate Agricul- 
ture committee. 

Chairman Eimer Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, told reporters Brannan 
simply had intended to put farm- 
ers on notice through a public an- 
nouncement of the new plan. 
Thomas added, however, that leg- 
islation will be introduced to back 
up the plan. 

Brannan himself said he did not 
detail the Administration’s long- 
range farm program at today’s 
meeting. He told reporters he 
May be ready to do so in about 
a month. 

Thomas quoted him as telling 
the committee, however, that “sup- 
Port prices are the basis of the 
whole agriculture program.” 

What Senators wanted to know 
Was whether the Administration 
favors continuation of the present 
high wartime price supports or 
the flexible program which, under 
a bill passed last year, are due 
to go into effect in 1950. 

Thomas said Brannan was “not 
ready to recommend a percentage 
of supports.” 

Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
said he was “not discouraged” by 
Brannan's testimony. 

Aiken helped win Senate ap- 
Proval last summer of a long- 
range “flexible price support” 
Plan that will become effective 
at the end of this year unless re- 
vised. Under it the level of Gov- 
ernment loans and price supports 
could decline gradually if bumper 
crops produced a surplus of wheat, 
cotton, corn and other major 
crops.

This Should Start. With Boys and Girls in Classroom, Says Educator 


By Clarissa Start 
éé HE answer to the present- 
T day teacher shortage lies 
in the attitude of teachers 
themselves,” says Dr. Fred E. 
Brooks. Until teachers start 
talking more about the worth and 
dignity of their profession, they 
cannot interest fine young people 
in choosing this career. Teachers 
must start in the classroom, ‘sell- 
ing,’ their calling to boys and 
girls. And they can’t do it by 
lamenting that they ever went 
into the field themselves.” 

A teacher since the age of 14, 
himself, Dr. Brooks received his 
first certificate to officiate in a 
rural school before he had attend- 
ed high school. Last Thursday 
night he was honored by residents 
and school officials of University 
City for 28 years of outstanding 
work as an educator in that com- 
munity, 17 of them as principal of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne school. In 
the years between his one-room 
and 516-student school, he las ac- 
quired a number of degrees, and 
experience in other professions, 
but always returned to teaching 
with the same love and respect 
for it that he had then. 

“You know there’s an old say- 
ing, Them that can, do; them that 
can't, teach’,” tall, quiet - voiced 
Dr. Brooks said, as he sat in the 
office of his school, at 1351 Hanley 
road. “Actually, teaching is such 
a challenge that only the best 
should undertake’it. There's no 
room in the teaching profession 
for mediocre people. 

“A child is the most fascinating, 
interesting, promising raw ma- 
terial in the world to work with. 
And the most challenging job of 
all is teaching the smallest chil- 
dren. We used to think that any- 
one could teach primary grades, 
but now requirements for elemen- 
tary teachers are as strict as for 
high school teachers. We have 
seven or eight teachers right here 
with masters’ degrees, not in spe- 
cialized subjects but in knowing 
about children. We're coming to 
the belief that every teacher 
should specialize less in subject 
matter, ore in understanding 
children.” 

Dr. Brooks gives the credit for 
his own teaching career to the 
inspiration furnished by two 
teachers in his native Wayne 
county, first the county superin- 
tendent, C. E. Burton, who would 
visit his father and always at- 
tracted an earnest listening audi- 
ence in young Fred; secondly, 
Professor Victor Sears, superin- 
tendent of the Williamsville High 
School, who encouraged him to 
continue his education. 

His attendance at high school 
was delayed because the high 
school was 30 miles away from 
his home, which is how he hap- 
pened to stay in the rural school 
two years after he passed the 
eighth grade examination at the 
age of 12. As one of the two 
teachers was ill a great deal, he 
was encouraged to help teaching 
the younger children and eventu- 
ally got his certificate. His first 
salary was $45 a month, for which

burst in frequently and informally. 

A pioneer in many ways, Dr. 
Brooks acquired a two-way Public 
Address system, which is in his 
office, enabling him to talk to 
classes, listen in, and deliver mes- 
Sages without writing notes. His 
office is also the scene of radio 
programs planned and presented 
by the children. Sound movies 
are also part of the school’s pro- 
gram, and movies of the activities 
at Hawthorne are studied at 
schools throughout the country. 

One of Dr. Brooks's strongest 
beliefs is in less teacher control 
and more student control of activi- 
ties. Teacher control should step 
in only when self control breaks 
down. If two boys fight in the 
school yard — a rare occurence 
which happened recently—he talks 
to the group, asks them what they 
did to stop it, why they weren't 
able to settle the dispute among 
themselves. 

“If John Dewey was right and 
we learn to do by doing, then we 
learn to live by living,” he says. 
“Children should grow up, 
to solve their own problems as 
they go along. When I taught at 
that country school, I was an auto- 
crat and a dictator, and I main- 
tained discipline. It's easy that 
way; you won't have a behavior 
problem if you make children sit 
so still you can hear a pin drop, 
but you won't help them develop 
either. Perhaps you have more 
problems if you let them work out 
their own solutions. But we like 
to think of it as the dem tic 
processes at work.”

Fix It Yourself

Rusty Hot Water. 


F YOU have gone to all the 

trouble and expense to have in- 

side plumbing installed in your 
home then you might as well go 
to a little extra trouble now and 
then to make sure that all the hot 
water that comes out of the taps 
is clean and not like something 
out of the bilge of a ship. 

The reason that hot water ge 
discolored is because rust partic] 
in the hot water tank and pipe 
break loose through the expansion 
and ¢ontraction of the metal. An- 
other cause is the sediment that is 
to be fourid in almost all water. 
This sediment is harmless but 
after it has been heated a few 
times it begins to take a red- 
dish color and the more it is 
heated the redder it gets. 

The best way to take care of 
this condition is to drain the sedi- 
ment out of the hot water tank at 
various intervals depending on 
how much sediment there is in the 
water supply. Don't use any hot 
water for several hours so that the 
sediment will settle at the bottom 
of the tank. 

Now drain this sediment out by 
opening the valve at the bottom 
of the tank. Usually it will only 
take a pailful or two before the 
water begins to run clean. At this 
point you can close the valve and 
forget about sediment and dirty 
hot water until time for the next 
draining.
